•- The first .point made by the speaker .was that many mer- 
chants make the mistake of advertising liberally when business 
is'.goodiaiVd-ciiffing down .tljeir. announcements when business 
is slack.:- This 
:.lVe considered a serious mistake, as must any 


inau who, w.ijl consider .the matter soberly. Advertising, is de- 
signed 10 bring business, and while it would be foolish to cease 
advertising when trade is brisk, it is even more foolish to cur- 
tail it when business needs all the stimulus that can be legiti- 
mately adminisle&ed.
